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EEMAEKS. 


THE  VIRGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE  was  established,  and  is 
supported  by  the  State  of  Virginia.  An  arsenal,  containing  30,000  stand 
of  arms,  is  located  here,  which  was  formerly  guarded  by  a  company  of  en- 
listed soldiers,  at  an  annual  expense  of  about  $6,000.  In  1839,  this  appro- 
priation was  transferred  to  the  support  of  a  company  of  cadets,  who,  in  ad- 
dition to  their  duties  as  a  guard,  should  also  be  placed  under  a  course  of 
instruction,  upon  the  basis  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  at  West 
Point.  Upon  this  new  system  the  Institute  has  been  in  successful  opera- 
tion for  eighteen  years.  The  cadets  admitted  consists  of  two  classes,  State 
and  Pay  cadets.  The  Institute  supplies  to  the  State  cadet  his  board  and 
tuition ;  and  in  consideration  thereof,  he  is  required  to  teach  two  years  af- 
ter graduation.  The  Pay  cadet  is  at  his  own  expense,  which  averages  $350 
per  year,  for  every  charge,  including  clothing.  The  State  cadets  are  select- 
ed from  those  who  are  unable  to  bear  their  own  expenses.  The  Institution 
has  always  had  as  many  pupils  as  its  buildings  would  accommodate,  and 
numbers  thirty-two  State  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  Pay  cadets.  Applica- 
tions are  made,  by  letter,  to  the  Superintendent  prior  to  the  first  of  July. 
each  year,  and  appointments  are  made  for  both  classes  of  cadets,  by  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  respect  being  had  to  their  due  apportionment  among  the 
several  districts  of  the  State. 

The  Literary  Fund  of  the  State  contributes  $1,500  per  year  to  the  Insti- 
tute for  the  education  of  teaehers,  and  the  State  has  received  tuition  fees 
from  the  pay  cadets  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  $50,000  since  its  organi- 
zation, which  sum  is  applied  to  the  increase  of  the  number  of  State  cadets, 
to  the  enlargement  of  the  accommodations  of  the  Institute,  and  to  the  sup- 
port of  a  part  of  the  corps  of  Professors. 
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REMARKS 


Col.   JAMES  L.   KEMPER, 

President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  addressed  to  the  Graduates  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute,  July  4th,  1857. 

(Published  by  unanimous  request  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.) 

Gentlemen  Graduates  : 

It  becomes  my  task,  as  the  representative  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  to 
close  these  interesting  ceremonies.  I  am  charged  with  the  agreeable  duty 
of  presenting  you  fit  rewards  of  honorable  toil,  in  the  order  in  which  you 
have  fairly  won  them.  Your  proficiency  has  been  tried  in  the  crucible  of 
a  painfully  prolonged  and  searching  examination.  You  have  passed 
through  burnished  and  brightened  by  the  ordeal.  You  have  given  proofs 
of  scientific  and  military  attainment,  especially,  which  have  met  our  most 
sanguine  expectations ;  and,  while  they  have  well  attested  your  wox^thiness 
to  wear  the  honors  we  are  about  to  bestow,  they  have  served  to  illustrate 
the  faithful  labors  and  earnest  and  devoted  drudgery  of  the  accomplished 
Academic  Board.  It  is-  due  to  my  colleagues  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  as 
well  as  to  myself,  that  I  should  here  publicly  declare,  that  your  instructors 
are  proven,  by  the  results  manifested  to  us  in  your  examinations,  to  have 
devoted  themselves  to  a  system  of  thorough  and  laborious  drilling  of  the 
mental,  as  well  as  physical  man,  to  have  undergone  an  amount  of  toilsome, 
self-sacrificing  and  exhausting  drudgery  in  your  training,  which  never  have 
been,  and  never  can  be,  surpassed  at  anytime,  under  similar  circumstances ; 
which  entitle  them  to  the  constant  tribute  of  your  heartfelt  gratitude,  and 
approve  them  worthy  of  the  applause  of  the  grand  old  Commonwealth,  in 
whose  service  they  are  enlisted.  For  yourselves,  gentlemen,  we  have  well 
assured  our  minds,  by  stern  and  unerring  tests,  that  you  are  worthy  to  be 
distinguished  among  your  fellow  men  in  the  future — as  graduates  of  the 
Virginia  Military  Institute.  But  it  becomes  my  duty  to  announce  that  five 
of  your  number  have  outstriped  competition — that  they  are  the  most  dis- 
tinguished graduates  of  the  Institute  for  the  year  1857.  They  stand  first 
among  compeers,  the  most  eminent  where  all  are  honored,  and  their  names 


shall  be  reported  by  the  Board  of  Visitor?,  with  honorable  mention,  to  his 
Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  to  be  recorded  in  the  archives  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

(The  President  of  the  Board  delivered  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates.) 

And  now,  gentlemen,  in  thus  pronouncing  your  academic  nunc  dimittis, 
and  bidding  you  an  affectionate  "God  speed"  in  the  toils  of  active  life 
which  court  the  embrace  of  your  disciplined  energies,  I  should  not,  on  this 
"  occasion  sudden"  which  I  am  called  to  meet,  tax  your  already  overcharged 
attention  with  any  prolonged  homilies  of  my  own.  After  the  gymnastic 
conflicts  of  the  year,  in  which  you  have  been  exercised,  I  fancy 
that  each  of  you  begins  to  sigh  for  a  season  of  rest.  This  day  is  the  close 
of  a  year  of  toil ;  and  your  powers  of  mind  and  your  sensibilities  are  rather 
in  the  condition  of  him,  who,  at  the  eventide  of  a  day  of  heat  and  struggle, 
goes  forth  to  muse,  than  of  him  who  rises  to  new  labors,  with  elastic  ener- 
gies, in  the  buoyancy  of  the  morning  "  when  jocund  day  stands  tiptoe  on 
the  misty  mountain  tops."  I  fancy  that  at  this  moment,  your  wearied 
spirits  crave  most  some  grateful  and  kindly  relief, — 

"  Some  simple  and  heartfeft  lay, 
That  shall  soothe  the  restless  feeling, 
And  banish  the  cares  of  day  !  ' 

"  Not  from  the  grand  old  masters, — 
Not  from  the  bards  sublime, — 
Whose  distant  footsteps  echo 
Along  the  corridors  of  time. 

"For,  like  strains  of  martial  music, 
Their  mighty  thoughts  suggest, 
Life's  endless  toil  and  struggle — 
And  to-day  we  long  for  rest !" 

After  such  a  profusion  of  the  graces  of  eloquence,  and  the  achievements 
of  dialectics,  as  we  have  enjoyed  on  yesterday  and  to-day,  the  Board  of 
Visitors,  instead  of  arousing  your  already  overtaxed  attention  with  the 
discussion  of  any  of  the  great  topics  suggested  by  the  occasion,  may  well 
be  excused  for  dismissing  you  with  a  few  kindly  words  of  cordial  congrat- 
ulation and  encouragement.  Then,  gentlemen,  receive  the  assurance  that 
the  prolonged  and  painful  ordeal  of  past  years,  from  which  this  day  you 
successfully  emerge,  is  itself  an  infallible  security  for  more  solid  and  hon- 
orable triumphs  in  after-life,  if  but  followed  up  with  the  same  systematic 
habits  cf  application,  and  the  same  disciplined  and  earnest  energy  which 
have  characterized  your  progress  thus  far.  The  "well-begun"  of  past 
preparation  is  the  "  half  done"  of  future  enduring  success.  From  your 
present  vantage-ground,  all  the  varied  distinctions  of  active  life,  the  rewards 
of  practical  usefulness,  are  within  your  grasp.     No  combination  of  diffi- 
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culties  can  ultimately  defeat  a  resolute  man  who  carries  the  weapons  you 
wear  into  the  arena  of  the  world's  great  conflicts.  Transient  appointments, 
partial  and  apparent  defeats,  temporary  disasters,  you  are  bound  to  suffer; 
and  they  will  become  the  familiar  associates  of  your  progress.  But  the  obsta- 
cles to  permanent  success  are  ever  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  strength  of  will 
that  encounters  them.  To  the  soldier  of  fortune  rightly  nerved  to  grapple 
with  adversity,  discomfiture  itself  is  the  stepping-stone  to  final  victory. 
Defeat  to  him  is  nothing  more  than  an  incitement  to  a  higher  and  a  more 
irresistible  will.  It  but  "  stiffens  the  sinews  and  summons  up  the  blood" 
for  a  more  vigorous  return  to  the  encounter.  Another  and  yet  another  re- 
pulse only  inspires  him  with  a  nobler  fortitude,  rouses  his  latent  and  hith- 
erto undiscovered  energies  to  the  height  of  the  emergency,  and  gives  him 
fresh  premonitions  of  ultimate  victory.  Every  successive  onset  only  serves 
to  acquaint  him  the  better  with  the  measure  of  the  obstacle  to  be  overcome, 
and  the  nature  of  the  appliances  and  energies  to  be  employed.  Until  finally 
tempered  with  the  philosophy  of  misfortune,  fortified  by  the  shield  of  ex- 
perience, aroused  to  invincibility  by  a  will  that  rises  with  the  necessities  of 
the  occasion,  he  springs  ANT^Eirs-like  with  fresh  strength  from  every  fall, 
to  the  achievement  of  a  victory  which  combines  the  highest  elements  of 
moral  grandeur,  which  urges  him  forward  to  nobler  undertakings  and 
prouder  triumphs  in  the  future,  and  which  is,  after  all,  but  another  name 
for  what  we  tritely  call  success  in  life.  This  is  the  success  in  life  which  is 
illustrated  in  a  long  line  of  more  than  imperial  conquests  in  the  world  of 
science  to  which  you  are  now  dedicated ;  conquests  achieved  by  a  succession 
of  heroes — from  Newton  to  Maury — heroes  in  truth  and  in  deed — who,  if 
more  modest,  were  more  glorious  than  any  over  whom  ever  floated  the 
blood-dripping  eagles  of  the  Caesars  or  the  gleaming  oriflamme  of  Henry 
of  Navarre. 

But,  gentlemen,  amidst  all  your  future  vicissitudes  and  fortunes,  your 
struggles,  and  your  triumphs,  never  cease  to  bear  in  remembrance — in  holy 
remembrance — the  Alma  Mate?-  who  this  day  dismisses  each  of  you,  with 
her  blessing,  "  upon  the  world  alone — upon  the  wide,  wide  sea,"  of  life's 
activities  and  realities.  If  the  Alumni  of  any  one  of  our  other  celebrated 
schools  of  learning  may  justly  boast  of  their  Alma  Mater  as  the  abode  of 
classic  traditions  and  storied  literary  renown,  you  may  as  justly  boast  that 
you  are  admitted  into  the  Temple  of  Learning  by  a  title  of  a  "  higher  cre- 
ation"— that  you  are  consecrated  at  her  altars  "  by  the  imposition  of  a 
mightier  hand."  Your  Alma  Mater  is  the  ever  glorious  and  adored  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia !  It  is  the  Government  of  this  ancient  Dominion 
which,  with  noble  munificence,  has  organized,  regulated  and  nurtured 
this  prosperous  Military  Institute ;  which  for  her  own  protection,  security 
and  honor,  has  chosen  you  out  from  among  the  body  of  her  sons,  educated 
you  as  more  than  foster-children,  and  this  day  dedicates  each  of  you  at  the" 
shrine  of  patriotism  sacredly  to  her  service  forever.  You  have  been  trained 
daily,  with  her  swords  in  your  hands,  under  her  glowing  "sic  temper  ty- 
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rannis" — continually  reminded  of  the  highest  mutual  obligations  between 
yourselves  and  the  Commonwealth  ;  of  your  sacred  duty  to  bear  arms  at 
her  bidding  against  all  enemies,  and  to  surrender  your  lives  and  your  all, 
whenever  she  demands  it,  as  a  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  her  safety.  You 
have  been  schooled  in  a  great  nursery  of  States'  Rights  and  of  patriotic 
sentiment ;  and,  oh !  remember,  that  it  is  to  the  sovereign  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia  that  your  lives  and  your  all  belong ;  that  you  are  to  be  soldiers 
in  her  quarrels  and  champions  of  her  cause  ;  that  your  ultimate  and  para- 
mount allegiance  and  supreme  devotion  are  due  to  her  ;  that  if  you  render 
obedience  to  the  Federal  Government,  or  to  any  other  power  outside  or 
inside  of  the  Commonwealth,  it  is  obedience  which  is  rendered  by  virtue  of 
her  commands,  subject  to  her  control,  and  is  to  be  withdrawn,  abrogated, 
and  annulled,  whenever  she  interposes  the  glittering  shield  of  her  sovereign 
authority !

For  each  year  (after  the  first  year)  that  a  Cadet  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Institute,  his  offences  are  made  to  count  more,  by  adding  to  the  number 
expressing  the  degree  of  criminality,  of  each  offence,  one-sixth  for  the  third 
class — and  one-third  for  the  second  class — and  one-half  for  the  first  class. 

At  the  end  of  the  Academic  year,  these  numbers  are  added  up,  and  the 
sum  thus  obtained  is  that  found  in  the  column  of  "demerit." 


When  a  Cadet  has  more  than  100  demerit  by  the  1st  of  January,  or  200 
in  one  year,  he  is  dismissed  ipso  facto.
